PHRENOLOGY SCORED 



McGill Pioneered Work in 
Aptitude Experiments 

Professor William D. Talt of the De- 
partment of Psychology, delivered lost 
night's address in the series sponsored 
by the Department of Extra-Mural 
Relations at the, Mechanics' Institute. 
Professor Talt, whose subject was 
"Choosing a Career," was introduced 
by the chairman, Mr. A. J. G. Mac- 
Duff. The speaker began by pointing 

St the fact that 'we fall to realize 
3 importance and the value of our 
young people. We hear very little 
r,'x>ut the conservation and direction 
of young lives, although, without the 
human clement, the natural resources 
which we strive so hard to conserve 
•mount to nothing. 

Choosing a career, or, in other words 
vocational guidance, may be defined as 
en attempt to give the individual the 
bssi possible chance in life consistent 
••1th his capacities, and ; to measure 
riiese capacities in a scientific way as 
L.ar as possible. 

Individual Analysis 
We .hear a lot about the analysis of 
Individuals, and. this Is very important; 
but it is almost as important to analyse 
occupations as well. Professor Talt 
doss, not believe in the idea that one 
man can be fitted for only one job. 
in. reality there are many occupations 
for one man, because so many of the 
occupations require Just about the same 
type of mind. ' 1 . 

VarJous doctrines have been put for- 
ward to explain character, such as the 
('.ohtïjii'o ;cf phrenology which, claims 
t'jàt a man may be judged ' by thé 
bumps on his head. Tills- is easily 
proved to be absurd since, even > an 
elementary knowledge of . anatomy dis- 
close-; the fact, thât there is absolutely 
i:o relation 'between the shape : of the 
;ii , iili:'alid :, the shape of the skull out- 
fhl3.-';"'. Then there is the doctrine of 
ïirolpsy which holds that a man's 
itjidya'cter and his future can 'be de- 
m'aiea by calculations based on the 
r.qmont when he was bom. The sup- 
i afters of this doctrine cannot, how- 
ixii'f' çccoimt for the fact that the 
clïijûréîiVo'f feeble-minded parents are 
:?'olc-mlnded no matter what time of 
ytZT they were born. 

Palmistry Useful 

Analysis of character by the study 
uJ' a man's handwriting Is only scien- 
tific when done by specially qualified 
persons'. In reality, measurement is 
the only way to test intelligence. We 
can decide how much intelligence a 
parson possesses only by comparison 
with another. individual. 

There are probably four aspects to 
choosing a career or vocation:— the 
economic aspect, the humanitarian as- 
pect, the aesthetic aspect, and the as- 
pect of menial health, all of which 
Professor Talt enlarged upon. 

He then went on to discuss the work 
being done in schools in connection 
with vocational guidance. The in- 
telligence tests of tcday are the most 
adequate • means at our command of 
measuring intelligence. 

McGill Pioneered 

The pioneer work in vocational 
guidance in Canada was done at He- 
Gill, Professor Talt himself giving the 
first lecture fifteen years ago. Recently 
Aïr. E. C. ^Webster, Demonstrator in 
the Department of Psychology, lias 
been doing excellent work in: this 
field, and has received wonderful co- 
operation from the school board. Pro- 
fessor. Tait concluded by giving re- 
ports of two cases based on the Mc- 
Giil methods of testing, 



Union Announces New Policy !" Awtlimn Cr ° cu *" 
s Statement Shows Profit 



Figures Published Not In- 
clusive of All Revenues 

"Starting today a new policy will be 
adopted In the Union Cafeteria," an- 
nounced the Union House Committee 
at a # meeting last night. "The 'Daily' 
will' be placed- on ail breakfast tables 
and the Montreal 'Star' will be avail- 
able for diners during the supperhour." 

This information was released last 
night as the House Committee made 
public the financial statement for the 
first three inontlis of the 1934-35 ses- 
sion. An increase in business was 
shown in every department in the 
Union, the building as a whole show- 
ing a turnover (Including profits on 
dances) of $1747.54 as compared with 
$1395.81 for the same -period last year. 
This is an increase of $352.73. 
The following Is a 'statement cover- 
ing the business done in' the Union 
during' the first three months of the 
current college session. These figures 
do not Include the money received for 
rental of space, etc., nor expenditures 
on heating, lighting or repairs, but

Speaker Advocates 
Education Reform 

Professor Clarke Addresses 
Alumnae Society Before 
Departure 




Concentration of Efforts in 
Quebec Needed 

H the system of Protestant educa- 
tion were to be reorganized In the 
Province of Quebec, the Protestant 
Committee ought to be eliminated In 
tlie opinion of Professor Fred. Clarke 
as expressed In an address before the 
McGUl Alumm^JSOoleiMh-Boyal Vic* 
torià College. recently. The Committee, 
he felt, should be reduced/ Its person- 
nel revised more frequently, and its 
regulations greatly simplified. 

Professor Clarke spoke- of the Que- 
bec educational system, as . a concor- 
dat between two races and. languages 
which might appear cumbersome, but 
which nevertheless worked out in prac- 
tice. His criticism was' directed against 
the financial weakness of the central 
authority in dealing with local authori- 
ties, and he suggested the possibility 
of creating some large trust fund for 
stimulating the provision of education 
and educational, forces where it is 
most needed, in co-operation with the 
educational department. Division of 
powers has developed in Protestant 
Quebec, he said, and there is need for 
concentration of efforts and mobiliza- 
tion of resources. 

In the opinion of the speaker, Mc- 
Gill University has act pulled its whole 
weight in service to the general cause 
of Protestant education. 

Montreal Backward 

Montreal has not yet achieved the 
educational organization it should 
have, although its financial conditiori 
enables it to do so. It will take many 
years of patient effort to build up 
adequate opinion • on what education 
on the Protestant side should be„ The 
good elementary and intermediate 
schools of the province are a move in 
tlils direction, Professor Clarke be- 
lieves, although the Importance of the 
nursery school- In the development of 
the young child has not been recog- 
nized. ^ , 

The physical culture teacher should 
be the general representative of: the 
physical welfare of the school as a 
whole, reporting to the proper organi- 
zation, said Professor Clarke. 

Diversification of high .school edu- 
cation to meet the needs of all, in- 
cluding those who will not complete 
the course, was advocated. • The speak- 
er also touched upon "schematism," 
the tendency to substitute formulae 
for "the stuff of life," ..which, he felt, 
could only lead to ''human disaster. 

Professor Clarke ' emphasized the 
fact that mental Integrity should be 
the aim In all education.

Mr. Beatty Reveals Heavy 
Deficit Due To 
Lowered Income 

In his recently Issued report Chan- 
cellor Beatty reviewed the difficulties 
Mid accomplishments of McGill Uni- 
versity during the year 1933-34. This 
report is made to His Excellency the 
Right Hon. Earl of Bessborough. This 
account deals not only with the past 
year but also summarizes the growth 
of the university during the 12 years 
of Sir Arthur Currle's princlpalsliip. 

The statement concerning the fin- 
ances of the university shows a heav- 
ier deficit for ,this last year than for 
previous years. Tills Is due to special 
municipal taxes and lowered Income. 
There was also a loss of $47,435 on ttie 
operation of Macdonald College. 
Progress Reviewed 

"It is fitting that a brief review 
should here be made of the changes 
that have taken place at McGill dur- 
ing the past 13 years. During the war 
professors and students had deserted 
the class-room for the battlefield in 
large numbers. Campus, buildings 
laboratories and equipment had been 
turned over to the military . authori- 
ties for war use. and the resulting wear 
and tear was not made good. 

"It was decided to hold a campaign 
for funds. In McGill's previous history 
there had been but two appeals of a 
public nature, one in 1881 which re- 
sulted in the collection of $33,000, and 
one in 1911, when over $1,500,000 was 
raised. To the 1920 campaign the new 
principal brought the weight of his 
prestige and influence and the splen- 
did total of $6,320,00*0 was the result, 
although at the time the governors 
were frank in pointing out that it 
would require nearer $10,000,000 to 
build the new McGill. 

Equipment Needed 

"... Dr. John W. Ross, the honor- 
ary treasurer, showed that $4,475,000 of 
the money collected In the campaign 
went Into an endowment fund for sal- 
aries; This left $1,875,000 for the new 
buildings and. equipment so urgently 
needed. One. of the larger subscrip- 
tions to the 1920 Fund was $1,000,000

Maurice Hindus Will Address 
People's Forum on 
Sunday 

A direct report of the present situa- 
tion in Russia under Soviet govern- 
ment will be given "this Sunday after- 
noon when Maurice Hindus addresses 
the People's Forum on the subjeot, 

» and Russia Marches On." 

Due to the heavy expense which is in- 
volved in bringing Mr. Hindus to the 
city, the executive Is making an ad- 
mission charge to this lecture of 50 
cents and $1.00.

It has been stated that Maurice 
Hindus is one of the best-informed 
American citizens on the vast experi- 
ment in Soviet Russia. Since the 
Revolution in 1917 the lecturer has 
visited the country no less than 
twelve times. During his visits and 
travels throughout the . land he has 
been able to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the present system. Present 
merely as an onlooker, the speaker 
has spent considerable time oh the 
large collectivization farms and has 
spoken to several of the leaders in this 
enterprise. Mr. Hindus lias written 
five books dealing with his travels in 
Russia. In his lecture he will en- 
deavour to present to the audience the 
highlights of his experience.

Graduate Work In 
Dentistry Described 
To Undergraduates 

Acting-Dean Arthur L. Walsh 
Addresses Dental Under- 
graduate Society 

PROGRESS RAPID 



Stresses Fact That Post- 
Graduate Training 
Carried On All 
Through Life 

An absorbingly Interesting address 
by Dr. Arthur L. Walsh, Acting-dean 
of the Faculty of Dentistry, featured 
the meeting of the Dental Under- 
graduate Society held last night in 
the Lecture Theatre of the faculty. 
"Graduate and post-graduate train- 
ing in Dentistry", the subject of the 
address, was strikingly set out befi 
the undergraduates, with the multi- 
farious benefits to be gained by tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunities 
available as they present themselves. 

Opening his talk with a historical 
sketch of the development of tliii 
dental art from antiquity to the pre- 
sent time. Dr. Walsh dwelt on the, 
contributions of Aesculapius and Hip- 
pocrates. Previous to these noted in- 
vestigators, the practice was con-, 
ducted largely by the clergy of tlib 
period — the Pastophori. 

Therapeutics Introduced 

A peculiar practice— or what seems 
peculiar to us in the present en- 
lightened era— carried on at the time 
was the way in which therapeutic;; 
came into the scheme of medicine. 
A sick person was carried abed Into 
the market place and passers-by were 
supposed to question him as to his 
ailment. If the passer-by knew ol : 
anyone who had recovered from the 
disease the symptoms of which the,; 
patient mentioned, he would- pre- 
scribe the same treatment ' which 
cured his acquaintance of the ail- 
ment. 

Passing to Aristotle, whom we all 
know, is a philosopher and logician, 
Dr. Walsh went on to describe his 
.contribution to early dentistry. ..Cel- 
sius and Galen were mentioned in- 
turn, and the modern era was intro- 
duced in the person of Guy de Chau 
Uac. FallopIus,.Eustachlus, Pare, Leo- 
nardo da Vinci, the famous painte.y 
and Pierre Fauchard, the father oi 
modern dentistry.' • The advent of 
Mills, Greenwood and Joslah Flagg 
Improved the outlook aixl the >îs- 
tablishment of the Baltimore Dental'' 
College In 1840 ushered in the era ol ' 
modern dentistry. University of Penn- 
sylvania and Harvard soon followed 
In offering dental instruction in the;:' 
curricula. 

Progress Rapid 

The practice of dentistry is pro- 
gressing with such rapidity th.it 
graduates who do not keep up with 
the current literature soon find them- 
selves hopelessly behind. New ideas 
about dental caries— "the greatest 
plague of the white race"— are being 
developed constantly. Short post- 
graduate courses are available for the 
graduate. Hospital and institutional 
interneships in dentistry are becom- 
ing increasingly popular. Moreover 
graduate work may be done in con- 
nection with gaining a further de- 
gree, such as a PhD or an M.Sc. 

The foreign post-graduate field, 
presents a slightly different situation, 
Austria and Italy demand that a 
dental practitioner have an M.D. de- 
gree before studying dentistry. Vienna 
offers splendid short courses in post- 
graduate work especially, dental and 
oral surgery. 

Sensibility Needed 

Dr. Walsh then went on to stress ' 
several qualities . .which a practi- 
tioner would do well to cultivate. Sir 
William Osier placed imperturbability 
as 1 one of the greatest assets on 
operator could possess. A keen sensi- 
bility going hand In hand with im- 
perturbability make for greatness. 

In conclusion, Dr. Walsh stressed 
the fact that post-graduate training 
was really carried out all through 
life. The craft stage of dentistry has 
long been passed-merely learning 
how to do something and thinking 
that sufficient, has long been dis- 
carded. The essence of the practice is 
to find out new things, to pass them 
on to succeeding operators and to I 
move forward, unflinchingly, stead- 
y-

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Student Coupons 

A FEELING of unanimous dissatisfac- 
tion is prevalent among the student 
body at the manner in which the arrange- 
ments are carried out in respect to the 
honoring of student coupons at McGill's 
home-games in the Senior Hockey League. 
On Wednesday evening, when McGiU 
played Ottawa, all holders of student 
coupons who desired to see the game, were 
forced to view it from the north end rush 
seats, where they were herded willy-nilly. 

There are only three home games in 
Senior League competition where students 
may use their coupons to obtain admission. 
It would seem reasonable to say the least 
that they should be given every oppor- 
tunity to attend those games and to be 
accommodated with moderately good seats. 
On Wednesday evening, at least seventy- 
five per cent of the student body was not 
aware that the McGill-Ottawa game was 
a home game, and the twenty-five per 
cent that did know and went to see the 
game were given the worst seats in the 
Forum. It is hardly playing the game. 

~* It. is probably true that the Athletic 
Board is facing a. deficit of three or even 
four thousalld dollars on hockey this 
season — but why should this be taken out 
of the student. If a ' graduate student 
wishes to buy a book of coupons, he is 
forced to pay out five dollars; apparently 
therefore five dollars of the\ universal fee 
that every undergraduate is ; charged with, 
goes to pay for his book of coupons. 
Out of all the events it entitles him to 
attend, the only ones where the Athletic 
Board actually has to pay out cash are 
the three senior league hockey games. To 
provide a student with a fifty cent seat 
at the Forum,- they have to pay the Forum 
a nuarter; so that at the very outside the 
; Atii:ètic Board does not pay out more than 
brie dollar out of the five they receive. 
We understand that gate receipts at other 
games are sufficient to cover the Forum's 
slice of the gate receipt. 

Is it too much to ask the Athletic 
Board to see that this one dollar is spent 
to provide the student with a good seat? 

Furthermore.' it is a very difficult 
thing for the average student to find out 
hen the home games are. No one ever 
eems to know beforehand when they are. 
We think that the Athletic Board could 
do a great deal to at least clear up the 
uncertainty on this question, and as soon 
as the Senior League schedule has been 
deterrnined, to print in our columns, or to 
make public in some other way, the dates 
of home games. 

In writing this, we are not doing so 
from a malicious point of view, or with 
any other motive than the promotion of 
the student's legitimate rights and ex- 
pectations. 



¥ SAW a little news-item In my paper this corn- 
ing.

Although in college I had chummed 
around with Stanhope quite a bit, in fact, I had 
been one of his few friends, I had never really 
found out much about him. He never spoke about 
himself: you oould almost have called him secre- 

! tive about his personal life. And so I was sur- 

! prised when he spoke to me so feelingly that day, 

, when he opened up his heart to me and revealed 

! secrets that he must have been jealously guarding 

I for years. Perhaps he talked as he did because his 

! trouble was too great for him and he had to tell 
it to someone, and I had been a good friend of his, 
and would listen sympathetically; he may have felt 
that the opportunity was a good one, for I was 

! going away soon, and he would be spared the em- 
barrassment that comes to men of his type when 
they meèt people who know the secrets of their 
souls. 

I don't remember now how the conversation 
had turned to the subject, but we were talking 
about insomnia. I happened to .mention that I 
was sleeping very poorly of late. 

"Not half so badly as I've been sleeping, 
though," said Stanhope. "I haven't had a good 
night's sleep now for three months." 

"How's that?" I asked. "Anything troubling 
you especially? Financial troubles?" 

"No, nothing like that," said Stanhope. He 
sat silent for a minute or so, with an absent, far- 
away look in his eye. When he spoke again he 
spoke slowly, diffidently, as if he were ashamed of 
what he was going to say and was not quite sure 
as to how I would receive it. "No," it's nothing 
like that. I'll tell you what it is though. Only 
you must promise not to laugh at me." 



Hiixley On Science 



AN interesting point of controversy was 
; raised during the course of a lecture 
which Professor Julian Huxley delivered 
to a Montreal audience at the beginning 
of the week. He asserted that, whereas 
many individuals claimed that science was 
occupying too prominent a place today in 
social endeavour, it was his own opinion 
that an even more widë-spread application 
of scientific methods was desirable. The 
eminent scientist went on to show how 
industry, armament, medicine and agri- 
culture had usurped most of the scientific 
spot-light and as a consequence important 
fields as psychology, education and eco- 
nomics were being neglected. 

In Great Britain there exists a 
. minority party which advocates a period 
of years (as many as ten) during which 
time science should remain at a standstill, 
all research being suspended in an effort 
to bring other branches of learning up to 
its standard. While riot an adherent of 
this extrême viewpoint, the late Dean 
Mackay embraced an opinion not dissim- 
ilar to it. He maintained that philosophi- 
cal reasoning had been outrun by science 
principally because greater energy had 
been expended in developing the latter. 
Our moral, economic and social problems 
can largely be explained in terms of the 
deficiency of thorough investigation which 
has been accorded them. Until such time 
as' a more evenly balanced relationship 
be established between scientific and em- 
pirical knowledge we can anticipate little 
redress. 

What is urgently needed to accomplish 
this end is some form of central social 
research council where impartial experts 
could view problems as they affected a. 
whole nation and experiment without 
prejudice.

I asked my mother 
what had become of the toys, and told her of my 
experience. She laughed at me, and said that I 
had dreamt. That was what she always said until 
I stopped confiding' in her, a couple of years later." 

Stanhope stopped talking for a moment, and 
puffed at his cigar. His face was flushed, and he 
seemed utterly absorbed in what he was saying. 
In a moment he continued: 

"Once I had discovered the secret of the mir- 
ror. I never had difficulty, during the first few 
childhood years, until I was ten or eleven years 
old, In re-entering it. That is, I had never any 
difficulty when I was alone or with other children. 
When I was with grown-ups the mirror was always 
strictly correct, just a mirror and nothing more. 
I would bring older people into the room and chow 
them the minor, but nothing ever happened, and

condition that the University should 
spend an .equal amount in providing 
adequate buildings for . the biological 
science departments.- In fulfilment of 
that condition, thé pathological and 
the biological buildings were erected at 
a total cost of ^S.OOO-Hucclusivc of 
the $102,000 contributed to the patho- 
logical building by the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. The Redpath Library was 
extended, at a cost of 8134.000. 840,- 
000 went towards the establishment of 
a dental wing at the Montreal General 
Hospital, to provide a clinic for our 
Department of dentistry, .825,000 of the 
campaign funds and an additional $55,- 
000 later contributed by industrial firms 
made possible the erection of the 'new 
electrical wing of the engineering 
building for the department of electri- 
cal engineering. The condition of Lord 
Atholstan's 8100,000 contribution was 
fulfilled by setting aside 860,000 to' en- 
dow the Moyse Tra veiling Scholar- 
ships, and $40,000 . towards the provi- 
sion of Moyse' Hall, 8600,000 was set 
aside as an endowment' fund for the 
maintenance of buildings.

"Thus, all' the, money subscribed to 
the 1920 campaign was used for these 
various purposes 'and it had not been 
possible to provide for thé reconstruc- 
tion of the arts building. : the' need for 
à building of fu^prbof construction, 
with adéquate accommodation for Ùie 
greatly augmented faculty of arts was 
so urgent that 'ln 1025 the Board of 
Governors decijied. tliey would be jus- 
tified to going ahead with the remodel- 
ling, although the cost, 8715,000— ex- 
clusive of toe; 840,000 for Moyse Hall 
already referred to— bad to be taken 
out of capital account. . , -. 

"Since the 1920 campaign there have 
been many other donations and grants 
for special purposes; including the gifts 
that made possible the latest addition 
to. our physical equipment, the Neuro- 
logical Institute. . 

"These various gifts and 'campaign 
funds make up a total of over $11,- 
000,000 donated to McGUl during the 
prirbipalship of Sir Arthur Currie. Of 
this ''amount, $9,899,600 went into capi- 
tal account,' and the balance was used, 
in accordance with the terms of the 
various gifts and 1 grants, ■ for the pro- 
motion- of research, the' provision of 
scholarships and fellowships, and for 
other current operations. "

But I found 
it Increasingly difficult to enter to 
the '• afternoons, and I amid' never 
bring my friends 'with me; I didn't 
niiss them, though, because by >now 
I had made' good friends among the 
people to the hidden land. There 
were a few fellows there who were 
my particular intimates, and a lot of 
girls— beautiful, lovely things, Ideally 
perfect, whom I loved with chivalry, 
romantically and Innocently. I would 
tolk with them by the hour, and 
show off to them, and sometimes, 
when I; left, I would kiss . them." 
' Stanhope : sighed wearily, and took
